Hi? charity, rectitude and humility endeared him to his associates 
who loved the man while they admire<l the scholar. 

The sorrow experienced by his fellow-members enaliles them to 
.sympathize the more deeply with his wife and daughter to whom they 
desire to convey the assurance of profound commiseration in theii’ 
irrejiarable bereavement.
